Congress 
has passed the bill, which pro- 
vides for a fine of $500 and six 
months imprisonment for captur- 
ing or killing an American eagle, 
now described as “no longer a 
mere bird of biological interest, 
but a symbol of the American 
ideals of freedom.” The President 
has signed the bill so beware.

Rev. Robert Bonner Jack of this 
town led in prayer and after the 
luncheon some business matters 
were disposed of. It was voted to 
hold the annual meeting hereafter 
in the spring, instead of during 
the winter season. Three solos 
were given by Howard B. Roche, 
accompanied by Raymond C. 
Phelps, The audience joined in the 
singing of two hymns. The guest 
speaker was Rev. Arthur Rudman 
of Becker College, who spoke on 
“Optimism.” 

Mr. Rudman stressed the need 
for a strong, courageous, forward 
and upward looking optism which 
would continue the best in our 
civilization on its ever-ascenidng 
plane.

There 
is no room for pessimism. We 
must never admit there is any 
such thing as defeat. Remember 
that the best of what we enjoy 
today was born during the darkest 
period in the world’s history, and 
that all evil contains the germ of 
its own destruction. Christian 
progress may be hindered but nev- 
er stopped. It defies time and cir- 
cumstance. When dark times come 
strong men shed light. The hope 
of the world is in its good people, 
and there are good people in it.” 

Rev. H. B. Morrell of Turners 
Falls offered a plea for the sup- 
port of the Bed Cross relief pur- 
pose. With the benediction, the 
meeting adjourned.

The graves of all soldier dead, in 
the cemeteries of the town and 
vicinity were yemembered with 
flowers and many families also 
remembered their dear ones. 
Commander Emory Rikert of the 
American Legion was marshall of 
the day and led the parade which 
started from the high school 
grounds at 9:30 o'clock in the 
morning. The Greenfield high 
school band, provided the music 
and were followed by delegations 
of patriotic societies, the Legion 
and Auxiliary, the Sons of Veter- 
ans, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts 
and public schoo! children. 

The GAR tablet was decorated 
at Alexander hall and the proces- 
sion marched to the cemetery 
where the memorial service was 
given with the following program: 

Singing by assembly, reading of 
John A. Logan’s order by Com. 
William Slate of the Sons of Vet- 
erans; prayer by Dr. Benjamin F. 
White; ‘singing by school children 
under direction of Mrs. Marion 
Goodspeed, music supervisor; 
reading of Northfield’s honor roll 
by Com. Rikert of the Legion; 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address, Irv- 
ing Scott; address by Dr. David B. 
Tomkins; singing of America by 
the assembly; GAR memorial ser- 
vice; distribution of wreaths by 
school children and scouts; volleys 
by Legion firing squad; Taps, and 
recall. During the rendering of 
the address, a slight disturbance 
was caused by an erratic young 
lady, a stranger in the town, who 
annoyed listeners but who was 
escorted from the grounds and 
told to ‘‘get out’’ which she did. 


Miss Virginia Smith 


Miss Virginia Smith, died sud- 
denly at her home on Main St., 
on-Monday shortly after noon, at 
the age of 81 years. Although in 
poor health for some time, she had 
spent the past winter in Orlando, 
Florida and only recently returned 
to her home. She was born in 
Winchester, N. H., April 11, 1859 
and had lived there and in North- 
field most of her:life, except for a 
few ycars in Chicago as a teacher. 
For 26 years she served as the 
Librarian of Northfield Seminary.

Loved and respected, she 
had many friends in both the 
older and younger generations of 
this town, and her memory will 
ever be kept constant by them.

Surviving are a 
brother, Leonard R, Smith of this 
town, a sister, Mrs, Charles Sinott 
of Bridgewater and several neices 
and nephews. The funeral services 
were held at her late home on 
Wednesday afternoon, with the 
Rev. William W. Coe and Rev. 
W. Stanley Carne officiating. The 
burial was in the South cemetery 
in Winchester.

Red Cross Doubles 
Northfields Quota Of 
European Relief Fund 


With increasing appeals from 
European sources, and the terrible 
situation in which hu- 
manity is plunged, the 
American Red Cross 
has doubled its recent 
asking of $10,000,000 
and is now requesting u total sum 
of at least $20,000,000, Norman 
H. Davis, the Nativnal Red Cross 
chairman has telegraphed the 
3700 chapters throughout the 
country that their quota is now 
doubled. The quota for Franklin 
county will be $16,000 now and, 
Northfields share will be raised 
from $571 to $1142, John W. 
Haigis, Chairman of the County 
chaper has already notified A. P. 
Fitt, chairman for the relief in 
this town. Efferts tu secure sub- 
scriptions in this town must soon 
be made and it is quite likely a 
house to house canvass will be 
made later. Checks toward the 
local quota are being received by 
Mr. Fitt and in some stores, Red 
Cross gift boxes have been con- 
spiciously displayed. The North- 
field Seminary has made an ap- 
peal to the students and at Ken- 
arden Hall a deposit box has been 
placed. 

“When the American Red 
Cross asked for a minimum war 
relief fund of $10,000,000, no one 
could foresee that in two short 
weeks, the greatest tragedy in all 
history would be unfolded,” said 
Mr. Davis. “It is impossible to 
describe the pitiful plight of mill- 
ions of refugees in France, Sick, 
wounded, hungry, and homeless, 
they cry out to us for help.” 

The $20,000,000 now being 
collected will go to countries that 
have asked for it. Some of it will 
be spent abroad where supplies 
are available, some in this coun- 
try for equipment ranging from 
soap to ambulances, 

Indicative of the imperative- 
ness of the need for aid is this 
weeks’ decision of the Red Cross 
to send its own ‘‘mercy ship” to 
Europe. As is its custom, the In- 
ternational Red Cross, with head- 
quarters at Geneva, has offered 
relief to people on both sides in 
the European cenflict, but thus 
far, the German Red Cross has 
said it would be able to care for 
its own people. 

Our citizens are urged to give 
and give promptly toward the 
Northfield quota. Send your check 
to Mr. Fitt immediately. The sum 
named for this town can and will 
be secured.

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County Hospital Needs 
Funds For This Year 
To Carry On Its Work 


The Franklin county hospital 
will need the sum of $15,000 in 
voluntary support of its work for 
the current year, over and above 
all other expected income, The 
hospital carries on much free and 
below cost service to those who 
are unable to pay. All of the 
communities in the county are 
served by the hospital and the 
number of patients last year, in- 
cluded 2,077 of which 1,203 were 
from Greenfield and 874 from 
other communities. There were 
-28,661 patient days, 957 opera- 
tions performed, 276 babies born, 
194 umbulance calls, 9388 X-ray 
examinations and 762 cases at- 
tended in the clinics. The policy 
of the hospital has been to care 
for the sick to the limit of their 
facilities and to render the best 
service possible by its staff of sur- 
geons, physicians and _ nurses. 
Friends of the hospital, including 
the Womens Board for Organized 
work are constantly doing much 
for the hospital but a larger num- 
ber of persons must be enlisted to 
assist. A very terse statement re- 
garding the institution is being 
sent out and contributions are in- 
vited. Dr. Halbert G. Stetson as 
President and Willis H. Weissbrod 
as Chairman of the Subscription 
Committee will be glad to ac- 
knowledge any gifts.

The Back Yard Gardener 


By G, O. Oleson 


I heard a funny squeaking 
noise in my yard the other day 
and upon investigation I found it 
was thé dandelions hollering for 
help. They were being crowded 
out by the grass, Now that sounds 
like a tall story and may be it is. 
But the point I want to make is 


.} that I certainly have had a very 


effective demonstration in my own 
yard of what plenty of plant food 
will do to bring a lawn back and 
to crowd out weeds. 

My lawn was pretty patchy 
early this spring. Last fall when 
putting on the storm windows I 
left them on the lawn and cooked 
the crowns. But after a good dose 
of fertilizer, all of the patches ex- 


.|cept two or three the size of your 


hand have disappeared. And as I 
say the dandelions have to grow 
straight up in order to get through 
the grass. After digging out those 
which did make the grade, I have 
a lawn that’s as thick as the pro- 
verbial hair on a dog’s back. 

My. friend Lawrence Dickinson 
always insists that fertilizer is the 
best weedicide that you can have. 
He says if you have 40 per cent 
or more basic grasses in your 
lawn it’s much better to fertilize 
to bring the lawn back than it is 
to try to remake it. 

Even at this date, he would re- 
comend an application of fertiliz- 
er—perhaps not so heavy as you'd 
give in April. But two applica- 
tions in the spring would give you 
much better results than one, 
since the second one enables the 
grass to take full advantage of 
the first application.
